pass from the hands of the boss 
to the usurer, whese future is a 
pay reduction and _ dismissal, 
whose life is perennial work, and 
whose rest is the tomb. We call 
on the 100,000 small farmers who 
live and die working a land that 
is not theirs . . . who die with- 


out possessing it; who cannot love | 


it, nor improve it, nor plant a 
cedar or an orange tree to beau- 
tify it because they_do not know 
the day when a sheriff or rural 
guard will come and tell them 
they have to go... .” 5 


At Twenty-Seven 


Castro was 27. He spoke for 
more than an hour. The judges 
heard him out. They then sen- 
tenced him to 15 years at hard 
labor. His first appearance in 
the pageant of history was ended. 


A year later the story of the 
attack, the atrocities, undenied, 
against some of the captives, be- 
came known. So did Castro’s elo- 
quent, emotional words. On May 
16, 1955, he and the survivors 
were released from prison after 
long agitation for an amnesty. In 
January of the next year he and 
12 men reached the Sierra Maes- 
tra mountains. He was once more 
in the pageant. 


The pageant will contihue 
through the centuries ahead. 


Fidel Castro is an episode... 
a new-type revolutionist, po- 
litical, not military. The odds 
tremendously are against him. But 
if he does not succeed it is not 
comfortable to consider the next 
scenes in the pageant.

COVINGTON, La. ‘(AP)—Gov. 
Earl K. Long of Louisiana Wed- 
nesday night announced plans to 
adopt a 14-year-old Texas boy who 
will live with him at his wifeless 
mansion in Baton Rouge. 


In an exclusive six-hour inter- 
view, with The Associated Press, 
the 63-year-old governor said hus- 
kily: “I've always wanted a son. 
Well, I’ve wanted a daughter, too, 
but I can’t chaperon one under 
the present circumstances.” 


This new plan came a few hours 
after Gov. Long said his wife, 
Blanche, tried to buy his assas- 
sination for $5,000. He changed his 
viewpoint a few hours later by 
saying: ‘I doubt if it’s true.” 


Meanwhile, one of four doctors 
treating the Louisiana governor, 
disclosed Wednesday night that 
Long’s heart is now failing 
slightly. 


Dr. Victor Lief, Tulane Uni- 
versity Medical School internal 
medicine specialist, said there was 
nothing to indicate the governor 
had a coronary attack. But, he 
said, doctors are concerned about 
Long’s heart condition. 


Gov. Long said the boy is David 
Rankin of Texas City, Tex., that 
David was a patient at John Sealy 
Hospital in Galveston, Tex., dur- 
ing Long’s stay at the hospital’s 
psychiatric clinic, and that the 
boy’s parents have agreed to the 
adoption.

CAIRO—The United States has 
agreed to resume substantial eco- 
nomic and technical aid to the 
government of President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser. 


A U.S. embassy official dis- 
closed Wednesday that the United 
States and the United Arab Re- 
public had signed a technical as- 
sistance agreement last weekend. 
It is the first such agreement to 
be concluded since U.S. aid to 
Egypt was broken off during the 
Suez Canal crisis of 1956. 


The over-all cost of the program 
has not been determined for the 
fiscal year that began Wednes- 
day. However, it is unofficially 
estimated that the United States 
will advance more than $8,000,000. 


Regardless of the cost, the fact 
that Nasser is again accepting 
money and advice from the 
United States is bound to be 
politically significant in the Arab 
world. U.S..aid has long been 
criticized by Arab nationalists 
on the ground that it has ‘“‘too 
many strings.” 


Cairo’s decision reflects the 
change in the political climate 
that has taken place since Nasser

KOZLOV GROOMED? 


The same source reported that 
Khrushchev indicated to Harriman 
that he regards Frol R. Kozlov, 
Soviet first deputy premier who 
is now visiting here, as his suc- 
cessor when he gives up the reins 
of power. 


The reported Krushchev state- 
ment to Harriman is apparently 
the firmest confirmation yet avail- 
able to the West of the specula- 
tion that the 50-year-old Kozlov 
is being groomed to head the 
Soviet Union, 


Vice President Nixon appeared 
to give evidence Wednesday night 
that he knew of what hchev 
is reported to have told Harriman 
about Kozlov’s status. 


ANSWER EV E 

*‘Now I know why he’s the sec- 
ond man in the Soviet Union,” 
the vice president exclaimed at 
one point during the reception he 
tendered Kozlov at Blair House 
here.

Negro attorneys In the Atlanta 
school integration case have asked 
for an Oct. 1 deadline on the At- 
lanta Board of Education plan for 
desegregating the public schools. 
School board attorneys are ex- 
pected to object to the deadline. 


In his June ruling, U.S. District 
Judge Frank A. Hooper called 
for such a plan, but set no spe- 
cific date for its submission. 
Hooper had also directed the 
Negro attorneys to serve a pro- 
posed decree on defense counsel 
which would be in line with his 
findings. 


The decree has been sent to 
the school board attorneys and 
they have until about Tuesday 
to file objections. 


The proposed version of the 
final decree asks that a ‘“‘com- 
plete plan” be submitted by Oc- 
tober 1. It also asks that the 
plan “‘provide for a prompt and 
reasonable start toward desegre- 
gation of the public schools of 
the City of Atlanta and a syste- 
matic and effective method for 
achieving such desegregation 
with all deliberate speed.” 


The judge indicated in his orig- 
inal decree that no order would 
be issued requiring desegregation 
this fall.

The Soviet official, an ebullient 
representative of the Kremlin, 
said they talked of many things 
but “‘the cardinal question was a 
question of peace and I hope 
peace will prevail throughout the 
world.”

Ivan Wurms, a government nar- 
cotics investigator, told the Senate 
rackets probers he bought $2,400 
worth of cocaine from Bernard 
Blaustein, a business agent of Lo- 
cal 805. 


This happened in February 
1956, Wurms said, while he was 
building a case against Blaustein. 
The union business agent later 
was given a three-year jail term 
on narcotics charges and now is 
out on a conditional release, 
Wurms said. 


LOCAL’S OFFICE USED 


The federal agent testified that 
Blaustein used the local’s office 
on Broadway as a base for nar- 
cotics operations. 

Wurms also swore he knows of 
frequent contacts between ‘“‘pur- 
veyors of narcotics” and Abe Gor- 
don and Milton Holt, top officials 
of the same New York local. 


Gordon is administrator of Lo- 
cal 805’s welfare fund. There was 
testimony that the welfare fund 
bought land in Upstate New York 
from a cousin of Gordon, paying 
$85,000 for a tract assessed at $25,- 
000. The committee also heard 
that $8,019 of the welfare fund’s 
money found its way into 
Gordon’s personal bank account. 


As for Holt, committee investi- 
gator George Kopecki testified 
about “rather devious” deals 
dating back to October 1957 in 
which he said Holt borrowed $243,- 
000 to finance investments. Ko- 
pecki said the loans — stme of 
them without interest or security 
—came from executives of New 
York firms with which the union 
bargains, or with the help of these 
executives. 


McCLELLAN SWINGS 


After receiving this testimony, 
Committee Chairman John 
McClellan (D-Ark) said it was 
further evidence that Teamsters 
Union President James R. Hoffa 
has no intention to “clean up the 
union and get rid of these ele- 


ments that are a disgrace to or- 
ganized labor.” 


In telling of his narcotics inves- 
tigation, agent Wurms said he

SECOND BALLOT NEEDED 


Luebke, 64, a short, wiry man 
little known except for his 
record as agriculture minister 
for the past six years, was ele- 
vated to the ceremonial presiden- 


tial job on the second ballot. He 


ran up 526 votes, six more than 
needed. 


Carlo Schmid, 62, the scholarly 
Socialist candidate, was second 
with 386. Max Becker of the Free 
Democrats received 99. 


The first ballot followed party 
lines, with Luebke polling 517 
votes, one vote more than there 
were Christian Democrats in the 
electoral body. Schmid got 385 and 
Becker 104. 


More than a score abstained on 
each ballot. 


SOCIALISTS HOPEFUL 


The Socialists and Free Demo- 
crats had hoped to slip one of 
their candidates in if any substan- 
tial number of Christian Demo- 
crats bolted on the secret ballot. 


A winning candidate needed 520 
votes, an absolute majority, on 
the first or second ballots. Had a 
third ballot been necessary, the 
candidate with the most votes 
would have ‘von. 


The Christian Democrats 
seemed to have closed ranks, how- 
ever, after the duel between Ade- 
naur and Economics Minister 
Ludwig Erhard. 


Several months ago the Chris 
tain Democrats, fearing the popu- 
larity of Schmid, got Adenauer to 
agree to run for president. But he 
changed his mind, decided to re- 
main in the more powerful chan- 
cellor’s office, and touched off a 
feud by questioning the fitness of 
Erhard to succeed him. 


JAILED BY NAZIS 


Luebke, who was jailed by the 
Nazis for 20 months, takes the 
oath for a five-year term on Sept. 
5, succeeding Theodor Heuss who 
is completing a second term. 
Heuss, the only president West 
Germany has had since it 
achieved independence 10 years 
ago, was ineligible for a third 
term. 


Standing under a giant gold and 
grey German eagle in the East 
Prussia Exhibition Hall where the 
televised balloting took place, the 
white-haired Luebke accepted the 
presidency with thanks. 


He told the applauding electors 
—519 members of the lower house 
of Parliament and 519 delegates 
from the 10 German states and 
West Berlin—that his chief goal

Sen. Dennis Chavez (D-NM), 
chairman of the Appropriations 
subcommittee, said the senators 
voted for military spending of 40% 
billion dollars in the fiscal year 
which started July 1. That’s about 
500 million more than President 
Eisenhower asked. 


In addition to tossing in the 
carrier, the subcommittee wrote 
in funds to strengthen ground, sea 
and air forces and the long-range 
missile program. 


The group, in voting an extra 
43 million dollars for the Marines, 
included an order that the corps 
be built back to the 200,000-man 
level from the 175,000 ceiling to 
which it has been cut by the ad- 
ministration. 

But the subcommittee turned 
down a move to keep the Army 
at an authorized strength of 900,-

All of which adds further to the 
enigma which is the Soviet Union and to 
the contradictions which confuse and 
plague our government and the public 
alike.

It would be well to remember that 
such Shenanigans are all part of tradi- 
tional Soviet strategy, which is based on 
deceit, retreats and attacks with the over- 
all purpose of furthering Communist de- 
signs. 

It would be well to remember, too, 
that deterioration of World War II re- 
lationships came only after repeated in- 
cidents of Soviet bad faith, breaking of 
treaties and subjugation by force of mil- 
lions of people now in the satellite na- 
tions. Present strains are built upon 
broken promises, threats of war and war 
itself, refusals to live up to agreements 
and a cold war of propaganda, subversion 
and meddling. 

While his ambassadors are in this 
country attempting to win with smiles 
what Khrushchev has not yet won with 
bluster, the United States and the West 
cannot forget Khrushchev’s ‘rocket rat- 
tling, his boasts of atomic destruction 
and his-pledge, “We will bury you.” 

The Soviet war on the West contin- 
‘ yes on all fronts, except for actual shoot- 
ing. It.encompasses all fields of human 
activity. Its aim. is destruction of the free 
way of life. 

So let no one be misled by the smiles 
and professions of friendship. As Presi- 
dent Eisenhower phrased it yesterday—as 
did President Truman before him—let 
the Russians demonstrate by deeds their 
good intentions. 

Lacking such demonstration, our gov- 
ernment and people must keep one fact 
uppermost in’mind. Until Russia and her 
leaders abandon their plans to take over 
the world by whatever means at hand, 
we cannot relax our vigilance nor our 
plans to counter whatever weapons they 
may choose to employ.

Grady Psychiatric Unit 


Is Nearer Activation 


At last there is a likelihood that the 
psychiatric ward at Grady Hospital will 
be activated. 

Progress made in a conference Tues- 
day between officials of Emory Uni- 
versity, Grady, and the State Department 
of Public Health was sufficiently en- 
couraging to convince Dr. T. F. Sellers, 
director of the health department, that 
the ward probably will be put into op- 
eration this year. 

The arrangement calls for Emory to 
provide professional services for the 
facility, which would function under pro- 
visions of the state’s intensive treatment 
prdgram for psychiatric patients. 

The latter program has produced 
dramatic results at Macon, Columbus 
and Augusta where numbers of patients, 
treated in the early stages\of mental 
illness, have been cured and thus en- 
abled to return to society as productive 
members instead of becoming longtime 
wards of the state. 


There still remains a great deal of 


planning to be done before the Grady 
ward can qualify for state funds already 
available to place it into use. 

Having missed the boat in the past, 
it behooves all concerned to iron out all 
necessary details so as to give full im- 
petus to the promising start made at 
Tuesday’s conference.

Deficit of 13 Billions 
Spells Cheaper Dollars 


The U.S. budget deficit of 13 billion 
dollars for the fiscal year just ended 
caused barely a ripple with collective 
America. The fact the deficit is greater 
_ than the total national budget a scant 

three decades ago is lost upon millions 
of Americans grown to maturity since 
depression days of the 1930s. 

The deficit—largest in history—puts 
Uncle Sam 285 billion dollars in debt. It 
occurred in an administration pledged 
to balancing the budget and to checking 
inflation. 

Meanwhile, the country goes merrily 
on its way. Peak employment and pros- 
perity are accepted as a natural right. 


Deficit spending has become the rule 
rather than the exception. Although we 
can afford it, taxes never quite equal 
expenditures voted by Congress. The 
process largely is responsible for a pro- 
gressive deterioration of the value of 
the dollar. 


How long can the merry ride last? 


Sound economy tells us that countries 
as well as individuals cannot forever 
spend more than they take in. Eventually 
there must be a reckoning. Deficit spend- 
ing, rising consumer incomes greater than 
increases in production and competition 
for, goods under such conditions spells 
inflation. Some day there must be a bal- 
ance or the American dollar will become 
as cheap as our Confederate ones.

Cyvil Defense Is Still 
Myth to Most People 


The Fulton County Grand Jury in 
presentments Wednesday criticized the 
Atlanta metropolitan civil defense or- 
ganization, pointing out that some of its 
plans have not progressed beyond what 
may be described as the “paper stage.” 

It charged that confusion exists as 
to responsibilities and that no definite 
arrangements have been made concern- 
ing the mass supply of food, water, medi- 
cine, etc. 

The presentments came close on the 
heels of an estimate that in the make- 
believe nuclear bomb exercise last Oc- 
tober 750,000 Georgians were killed— 
including 261,000 Atlantans. Almost as 
many died of after effects of injuries and 
fallout. This hypothetical slaughter would 
be no dream if such an attack actually 
did. occyr. 

Criticism of Atlanta’s efforts could be 
leveled at many cities of the nation— 
mast of them, in fact. We spend very 
little locally to organizing effective plans, 
looking to the federal government to a 
big extent. Yet 17 major cities last year 
spent from $100,000 to more than a 
million on their local efforts. 

Georgia a couple of years ago under 
arrangements with the federal govern- 
ment completed a survival plan which, 
if put into effect, would save thousands 
of lives in case of attack. In addition to 
evacuation in case of an alert, it spells 
out functions which must be performed 
in the post-attack period. It represents 
the best in survival thinking. 

Lack of preparation, public education 
and organization would result in the 
death of millions of Americans today in 
case of attack. Such apathy is unbe- 
lievable but it is with us.

Atlanta and the nation as a whole are 
experiencing a building boom of terrific 
proportions. : 

On a national basis new construction 
activity increased 7 per cent in June. For 
the first half of this year. building work

As pointed out. by Wil- 
liam R. Wofford, city bufflding inspector, 
several large buildings and housing proj- 
ects that are in the offing should push 
Atlanta to a new high in construction 
work for the year as a whole. 

This is all to the good. The impact is 
being felt in practically all segments 
of the community’s economy. :

Distranchised Georgians Urged To Use 
Brains, Ballots To Make Votes Count 


Thomasville — Marvin Griffin's 
threat to run for governor in 1962 
can’t be laughed off if Georgia’s 
county unit system remains un- 
changed. In 1954 he won the nomi- 
nation for governor, under the 
tricks of that rotten system, with 
only 35 per cent of the popular 
vote. Under that system it is 
mathematically possible for him 
to win another nomination with 
only 10 per cent of the popular 
vote. 


For instance, the 103 smallest 
counties, with only 30 per cent 
of the state’s population, have 
206 unit votes, leaving only 204 
unit votes for the rest of the 
state. Does anybody doubt that 
Griffin and his . friends can 
“‘speak” in the right way to a few 
of the right people in each of 
these small counties and thereby 
get at least one-third of the votes 
polled in each of them and so 
divide the other two-thirds among 
several opponents that none of 
them will get as much 4s Griffin? 

That one-third of 30 per cent 


(or 10 per cent of the state's ~ 


total) will give Griffin the nomi- 
nation, because no runover elec- 
tions are allowed under the county 
unit system. 

Once nominated, nothing but an 
independent candidate in the gen- 
eral election can prevent Griffin 
from being elected governor 
again. Of course, that 70 per 
cent of all Georgians now vir- 
tually disfranchised in state pri- 
maries by tricks of the county 
unit system could organize—under 
efficient leadership—and provide 
an opponent for every nominee 
of the primary who admits that 
he favors that rotten system and 
thereby save both themselves and 
the state. But unorganized, they 
constitute only a leaderless and 
helpless mob. 

It was with bullets and bayonets 
that Georgians first gained the 
full right of citizenship. They may 
now regain that right with the 
use of nothing but brains and 
ballots. CLIFF HAY.

No wonder the leading pros- 
pective .candidates are making 
the pilgrimage to Sacramento. 
They always end up in the gov- 
ernor’s office or join him on the 
golf course to talk politics where 
they can’t be overheard. 

sen. Kennedy has been here— 
to get better acquainted and to 
be got better acquainted with— 
and so has Sen, Symington. The 
reluctant Adlai Stevenson has 
turned up at the same fountain 
proclaiming that he is not look- 
ing for another drink. So has Hu- 
bert Humphrey and Gov. Meyner 
and..Gov. Williams. Gov. Abra- 
ham Ribicoff of Connecticut was 
on hand a few days ago aggres- 
sively courting the field for Ken- 
nedy. And Sen. Lyndon Johnson 
has been invited to come. 

These 1960-minded Democrats 
are not coming here just to 
breathe the California air.

4. All of these factors mean that 
Gov.

Ten years ago at the National 
Bureau of Standards, Lyons in- 
vented the atomic clock. He is 
now head of the atomic physics 
department at Hughes.

Special relativity theories that 
a moving clock should run slow. 


This effect, called motional dila-| 


tion, is small for low velocities. 
But a clock traveling at the 
speed of light (about 186,000 miles 
a second) would slow to zero. 


The general relativity theory 
shows that a clock should run at 
a rate that depends upon the 
gravitational field it is in. A clock 
near a large body appears to tick 
slower. 


Since a satellite clock is in 
high-speed motion at a distance 
above the earth—where the gravi- 
tational field is weaker—both spe- 
cial and general relativity should 
be checked. 


Time dilation with motion, a 
part of relativity, gives rise to 
the famous clock or twin paradox. 
One twin who takes a long fast 
ride in a space ship will return 
to find his brother much older 
since the space traveler’s clock as 
well as all bodily chemical proc- 
esses run slow. The clock experi- 
ment will check whether time di- 
lation does occur.

Does Paris See Moscow 


As Big New Market?

NEW YORK—The man who navigated Christian 
Dior fashion to Moscow arrived in New York re- 
cently, still tasting the triumph of Russia’s over- 


whelming response. 

He is Jacques Rouet, man- 
aging director of Dior, who 
barely averaged four hours 
sléep a night during a week of 
fashion shows presented in Mos- 
cow's air club, Krylya Sovetov. 


Eleven Dior models showed 
180 designs from the spring and 
summer collection of this cou- 
ture house that had been seen 
by the American and European 
press and buyers last January. 
More than 13,000 Muscovites 
watched the parade of gowns 
valued at $1,500,000 and furs 
worth $100,000. 


More than 30,000 Russians 
tried to wangle tickets, but only 
the upper .echelons in Soviet 
society — diplomats, artists, 
members of the Bolshoi ballet 
and fashion designers—got the 
cherished seats. 


ARE RIGHTS SOLD? 


Asked if any rights to Dior 
designs had been sold to the 
Russians or if any contracts 
were currently under consid- 
eration, Rouet said no. Not once 
but twice he conceded that he 
permitted several hundred So- 
viet_ manufacturers to inspect 
the clothes and sketch them, 
but he implied that it was only 
a goodwill gesture. 


There were other matters 
Rouet was more eager to dis- 
cuss. 


“The crabmeat in Moscow is 
the best in the world. I like 
the Georgian wines. but 
they are too expensive. The 
borscht is marvelous,”’ he said, 
speaking through an interpreter. 
“The older women wear socks 
and babuskas. I like their lady 
barbers. They are handsome 
and they can cut hair. The 
women in Moscow do much of 
the heavy manual labor. One 
day, outside on the street, 
watched two men shouting ex- 
cited instructions down an open 
sewer. They were very busy 
supervising a worker. It was a 


woman down in the sewer doing 
all the work.” 


He spoke of the intense 
curiosity and awe most Mus- 
covites felt toward the soignee 
Dior models who not only glided 
down the runway 14 times but 
also explored Moscow in their 
chic outfits. Kauka, an Argen- 
tine modei, evoked the most 
outbursts of rapture. An 18- 
year-old girl in a fashion-show 
audience slipped her a note. It 
read in Russian: “How beauti- 
ful you are! How marvelous 
you are! I salute you!”’ 


CULTURAL INSPIRATION 


If Rouet insisted on calling 
the Dior fashion show a spe- 
cies of cultural inspiration rath- 
er than a commercial proposi- 
tion, he did concede that there 
was “always hope” that Russia 
might eventually provide a vast 
new market for Dior clothes, 
accessories and perfumes. 


With fitting Gallic gallantry, 
he refused to criticize the ap- 
pearance of Russian women. 
When a Soviet magazine asked 
his opinion, Rouet diverted the 
question. Instead he spoke 
critically of the amount of 
synthetic fabrics sold in abun- 
dance and formidably expensive 


Rouet flew here from Paris 
to visit the Seventh avenue 
showroom of Christian Dior- 
New York. He does not agree 
with the president of a Fifth 
avenue store who recently said 
the French couture should be 
encouraged to make ready-to- 
wear garments for the United 
States because there was a niche 
to be filled in the retail price 
range of one hundred to two 
hundred and fifty dollars. 


It would be impractical, Rouet 
pointed out, since transporta- 
tion, duties and the usual price 
mark-up by retail stores would 
make the garments too expen- 
sive.

So don’t buy solely by the 
calendar. Scan. newspapers. If 
you're close to a plant that sup- 
plies restaurants with food for 
freezing, watch its prices as a 
barometer of special values. 


Here, though, are ‘best food

Butter, milk, 
ice cream and cheese are also 
relatively inexpensive—as are 
potatoes, onions, snap beans 
and berries.

For example, the recent panel 
meeting of six eminent heart spe- 


tion’’ produced a definite impres- 
sion that the moment has come 
when a major breakthrough may 
soon be expected. Heart disease 
as a general category comprises 
the type of defects with which ba- 
bies are sometimes born, as well 
as the acquired diseases of later 
life. 

Newer devices for diagnosis 
have been part of the striking ad- 
vances in the treatment of heart 
disease. Accuracy in determining 
the nature and extent of heart 


accurate treatment, 


The field of what is called 
“open heart” surgery has. devel- 
oped to an extent not even fore- 
seeable two decades ago. Even 
nylon and dacron are being used 
to replace diseased parts of arte- 
ries which can be removed. 


This general field of heart dis- 
ease also includes the formerly 
baffling disease of arteriosclero- 
sis. Heredity and high blood pres- 
sure seem to be factors in its de- 
velopment, not only in old age 
but at any age. Diet is a matter 
of great interest at present in 
this disease. While the role of ani- 
mal fats is still not clarified, 
lively and extensive investigations 
are under way in various centers. 


Like many other medical evils, 
some day perhaps in the not too 
distant future this No. 1 killer of 
our nation will succumb to the 
work—untiring, dedicated, and 
happily undaunted —of medical 
science. That will be a major 
breakthrough.

ingly hopeless contract. 


West opened the deuce of 
spades. East won with the ace 


players, on winning the second 
trick, took a dim view of their 
prospects. Four losers appeared 
almost inevitable, but on the re- 
mote chance that West held the 
king of hearts, they took that fi- 


and wait for his two diamond 
tricks to defeat the contract.
